IMPROVEMENTS IN CITY! 


ASK RATE CHANGES 


Railroad Officials Consider 
Revision to Allow Compe- 
tition With West Virginia 
Cities for Armor Plant. 


With a view to giving the southern 
cities that are competing for the gov- 
@rnment’s armor plate plant an equal 
opportunity with the cities of West 
Virginia’ in transportation rates, 
freight traffic, officials of the leading 
southern roads handling such materials 
in quantities as the government might 
need for its plant, met in conference 
at the Piedmont hotel vesterday. The 
conferences will be continued for sev- 
eral daye. 

Officials of the Southern, the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, the 
Seaboard, the Louisville and Nashville, 
the Alabama Great Southern and other 
roads are participating in these con- 
ferences. As to the object sought to 
be obtained an official of one of the 
roads participating in the conference 
said last night: 

Five Cities Considered. 

“We are making a check of the rates 
on raw material and the manufactured 
product relating them fairly with the 
rates allowed points in the West Vir- 
ginia iron and coal fields with a view 
such a revision that our southern 
cities named by the government as 
eligible for the location of the armor 
plant may not be hampered in the com- 
petition in the matter of rates. 

“The cities coming in for considera- 
tion in this regard are Rome, Birming- 
ham, Chattanooga, Gadsden and Hunts- 
ville. The question is a very complex 
one and will require much careful 
thought to work out, so that we have 
not arrived at any conclusion yet. There 
is a strong disposition manifested on 
the part of all the roads participating, 
however, to rearrange their rates, par- 
ticularly on coal, pig iron and iron ore, 
so that our southern cities will be fair- 
ly dealt with in the competition.” 

The suggestion has been made that, 
as the law allows special rates to be 
made to the government, preferential 
rates might be given it for the ma- 
terials needed in the armor plant. It is 
not believed, however, that this propo- 
sition will meet with much favor from 
the roads if a way out of the difficulty 
can be found otherwise. 

As matters now stand, it is said, the 
rates are vastly to the advantage of 
cities located in the Pittsburg district. 
The rate on iron ore for instance from 
the Lake Superior region to Pittsburg, 
a distance of 500 miles, is only 95 cents 
per ton, while rates for southern cities 
for hauls of even 100 miles and less are 
about equal to or even greater than 
this. While Pittsburg itself is elimi- 
nated from the competition on account 
of its propinquity to the Great Lakes, 
Huntington and Charleston, W. Va., are 
in the running and they enjoy corre- 
sponding low rates. 

Chief Obstacle in Way. 

It is felt by those who have been 
laboring earnestly to secure the loca- 
tion of the armor plant at Rome that 
the matter of freight rates is now the 
chief obstacle in their way. They are 
not seeking any special rate for Rome 
that might not be offered to other 
southern cities, but they feel that all 
the southern competitors are handi- 
capped alike in this matter. They are 
seeking a general readjustment and are 
perfectly willing to enter the competi- 
tion on an equal rate basis with their 
sister cities, being confident that the 
superior advantages they enjoy in their 
nearness to the raw materials and in 


other respects will enable them to win. 
In this connection T. E. Grafton, 
secretary of the, Rome Chamber of 
Commerce, who recently returned from 
Washington and was in Atlanta Fri- 
«lay, said: ; 
“We are not demanding anything 
unreasonable from the railroads in ask- 
ing them to put us on a fair competi- 
tive basis with cities in other localities 
competing for the armor plant. They 
might establish a system of zone rates 
for coal, applying them only to the 
United States government. Even if the 
husiness did not prove profitable at 
first. it would be greatly advantageous 
to them in the end, through the ad- 
vertising it would give to our southern 
resources and the great impetus to 
ir development which would result. 
“Really it is an opportunity which 
the railroads cannot afford not to meet 
and they will be pursuing a short- 
sighted policy if they fail to take ad- 
vantage of it. The editorial in Thurs- 
day’s Constitution was exactly on the 
right line and if all of our papers and 
business men get behind the movement 
1 feel confident that it will succeed. I 
would like to see a general expression

Officials Are Urged to See

The finance committee of council 
wound up its work vesterday after- 
noon and adopted their January sheet. 
The estimate of the city’s income was 
found to balance the disbursements, 
after some adjustments had been made 
in the operating expenses of several 
departments, and the sheet as adopted 
carries $226,567 in improvements, ac- 
cording to the statements of the com- 
mittee. 

The ‘sheet also provides the sum of 
$63,000 to pay the crematory judgment 
and $80,000 to pay bills brought over 
from 1916, made by the old administra- 
tion. 

Itemized, the improvements carried 
by the sheet, are as follows: Exposi- 
tion Cotton Mills school $10,000; dormi- 
tory for Grady hospital nurses $15,000; 
Peachtree street bottle-neck refund, as 
per agreement of the city at time of 
the widening $5,000; ‘street repairs for 
all ten city wards $25,000; streets or- 
dinary fund, for street improvement 
and repairs, all wards $50,000, this sum 
is to be divided evenly among the ten 
wards; Spring street improvement, 
$4,000: Gordon street paving, to finish 
work, Whitehall to Lee streets $1,868; 
Walker street paving, Nelson to Fair 


$1,869: Forrest avenue paving, Peach- 
tree to Jackson $5,500; Berne street 
and South Boulevard paving $1,000; Tat- 
nall street’ paving, Chapel to Mitchell 
$780: new street lights in the ten 
wards, same to be installed before 
June 1, $2,000; balance due on the 
stockade property on Fort street $5,900; 
complete Squth Pryor street underpass, 
approaches and walls $30,000; repair 
Edgewood avenue bridge $22,000; dona- 
tions to charitable institutions $20,- 
250: repair and repaint bridges $8,000: 
to pay for city’s share of plans and 
specifications for plaza project $2,800; 
improvements to Grant and Piedmont 
parks $11,000; new water pipe $4,500. 
Exposition Mills Schovl. 

The sum for the Exposition Mills 
school is contingent on the donation by 
the Exposition mills of the lot next 
their plant. Last year they made the 
city a proposition that this lot would 
be given the city if a school house were 
erected. The sum in the sheet is for 
a building only. The item for the 
Grady nurses’ dormitory is contingent 
on the donation of the Joseph Hirsch 
heirs of $10,000 being renewed. This 
was also made last year and never 
taken up by council because of lack of 
funds. 

The total income of the city from 
all available sources, estimated on the 
possible revenue from taxes, water 
rents and other items during the com- 
ing year, will be $4,819,518.66. This 
amount has been balanced by the ac- 
tion of the committee so that both 
sides of the sheet tally. 

As finally adopted by the commit- 
tee, reductions of $85,932.90 have been 
made in the operating expenses of sev- 
eral different departments. The funds 
apportioned to the departments affect- 
ed have been reduced and a lump sum 
will be given to each of the depart- 
ment heads affected with which to op- 
erate. These department heads have 
been requested to confer with Graham

BLOW UP IN JERSEY 
PLE IN TERROR 


Following the Explosion at 

Kingsland, Part of Great 
DuPont Plant at Haskell 
Is Destroyed. 


ONLY TWO MEN MISSING, 
BUT TWELVE ARE HURT 


Buildings Shaken and Win- 
dows Shattered for Miles 
Around — Suspected That 
Kingsland Explosion Was 
Incendiary — Loss About 


$16,000,000. 


New York, January 12.-—-Four thou- 
sand pounds of powder was destroyed 
by fire and explosion at the Haskell, 
N. J., plant of the DuPont Powder com- 
pany at 9:30 o’clock tonight. Offi- 
cials of the company declared after 
checking up the members of the night 
shift at the works that only two men 
were missing. Twelve others were cut 
by flying debris, but none of them was 
seriously hurt. No estimate of the loss 
was obtainable. 

There Were Two Explosions. 

There were two explosions. Builld- 
ings were shaken and windows shatter- 
ed far out on Long Island and up the 
Hudson river to Poughkeepsie. 

The first explosion was in what is 
known as “the Glazing Barrel.’ The 
fire which resulted spread to tne 
blending house and from there to three 
magazines. One of the magazines blew 
up. The blazing magazine set fire to 
the screening house, “from which the 
flames leaped across Wanaque river 
and consumed three drying houses, aft- 
er which they were chécked. 

Other buildings in the plant and 
many in the village, which was built 
semi-circular around the works, were 
shattered by the force of the concus- 
sion. No. estimate was available of 
the number of men at work when the 
disaster occurred. It was feared that 
two employees in the “Glazing Barrel’ 
lost their lives. 

Rescue parties took the injured to 
the company’s private hospital. 
Haskell is situated in a remote seo- 
tion of Passaic county and communica- 
tion with it either by telephone or tele- 
graph ceased after the first explosion. 
As a consequenec reports of heavy loss 
of life soon were circulated. 

Northern New Jersey in Panic. 

Following so closely upon the heels 
of the destruction of the Kingsland 
plant of the Canadian Car and Foundry 
company, the explosion threw all 
northern New Jersey into a panic. The 
sky was crimsoned by the conflagra- 
tion and the flames were visible as far 
away as Yonkers. 
The shock of*the explosion was so 
great that many persons in New York, 
Brooklyn and New Jersey cities 20 
miles from HasKell believed there had 
been an earthquake. 

Guards employed by the company and 
police who were summoned from near- 
by towns were besieged by terror- 
stricken women whose husbands were 
employed at Haskell 


PLOT SUSPECTED 
IN DESTRUCTION 
OF RUSSIAN SHELLS 


New York, January 12.—A statement 
that the fire and explosion which 
wrecked the plant of the Canadian Car 
and Foundry company at Kingsland, 
N. J., yesterday was “possibly if not 
probably of incendiary origin,” was is- 
sued here today by the officials of the 
company. The total loss, it was said, 
was $16,000,000. 

Of this total $10,000,000 consists of 
shells and explosives owned by _ the 
Russian government. The rest was in 
destroyed property of the Canadian Car 
and Foundry company, of which half 
was covered by insurance. 

Investigation in Procress. 

Until investigation is compieted no 
further statement will be made ag to 
what evidences of incendiarism have 
been found, it was said by an officer 
of the company. 

lt was explained that the danger of 
fire or of explosions from purely ac- 
cidental causes was reduced to a min- 
imum by the fact that no completed 
ordnance was on hand at the plant. The 
officer said the propelling charges for 
the shells were not attached until they 
reached the batt%efield. 

The statement said the Kingsland 
plant was being used to assemble and 
pack 5,000,000 shells manufactured else- 
where for the Russian government and 
that no shells were manufactured on 
the premises. From time to time from 
3,000 to 4,000 men were employed and 
large quantities of the five miHion 
shells had already been shipped to Rus- 
sia. 

“The buildings destroyed,” the state- 
ment continued, “were valued at $750,- 
000. The value,of the contents of the 
buildings destroyed amounted approxi- 
mately to $16,000,000, of which $6,000,- 
000 belonged to the company. The com- 
pany was protected to the amount of 
about $3,000,000 in in'surance in build- 
ings and contents—the rest is a total 


loss. 
No One Was Killed. 


“So far as we have been able to us- 
certain no one was killed or serious- 
ly injured as a result of the fire and 
subsequent explosions which took place. 

“An examination into the circum- 
stances attending the origin of the 
fire in building No. 30 has created the 
impression that it is possible, if not 
probable, that the fire was of incendi- 
ary origin. 

“It is quite possible that the build- 
ings will not be reconstructed. The 
entire plant was most carefully guard- 
ed and every safeguard known to 
science had been installed and every 
possible provision made to safezuard 
the adjoining premises against injuries 
resulting from the explosion. 

_ “The company had secured insurance 
in favor of the inhabitants of Kings-

200 HOUSES MUST 
GET 0. K. OF CHIE 


CommissionegJ. Lee Barnes 
Will Insist }Upon Report 
From Mayo Before He Is- 
sues Licenses to Operate. 


Police Conssaiinanie J. Lee Barnes 
last night stated he would insist upon 
Police Chief Mayo investigating every 
application fora rooming house permit, 
as well as the present rooming houses 
now operating, in order that it might 
be known what rooming houses are 
operating illegally, as he charged some 
were doing at Tuesday night’s board 
meeting. 

Andy King, chairman of the police 
board, Friday furnished Commissioner 
Barnes with a list of 200 rooming and 
boarding houses in Atlanta. The lists 
includes every boarding house or room- 
ing house that has been issued a per- 
mit within the past two years. 

Commissioner Barnes said he would 
insist upon the police chief investigat- 
ing all of these rooming and boarding 
houses. 

“I want them all looked into,” said 
Commissioner Barnes. “Almost eveTy- 
body knows there are a bunch of them 
in certain sections operating illegally. 
As The Constitution's editorial of Fri- 
day morning stated; the law is plain, 
and I think it is ug to the police offi- 
clals to enforce it.’ 

Opposed the Removal. 

“I was a memberiof the police board 
when the old ‘red light’ district was 
removed from Collins street to Man- 
hattan avenue. I opposed this remov- 
al, because I thought if a ‘red light’ 
district was to exist, it should be 
kept on Collins street, where it was 
near to police barracks and could easily 
be regulated by the police. However, 
the move was made. Be that as it 
may. Later the district was closed. It 
was illegal to operate one—and the law 
was enforoed...- ®. 

“However, I am not sure that At- 
lanta is any better morally today than 
it was five years ago. The question 
is a big one. It needs study. If some- 
“hing is not done to check the growth 
of vice, it will be in all parts of the 
city as the city growseand expands. 

“I have a list of over 200 rooming 
houses which I am going to turn over 
to Chief of Police W. M. Mayo, and re- 
quest he to either O. K. them or report 
unfavorably on them. The vice situa- 
tion is going to be strictly up to the 
police. I cannot investigate these 
Places, and no member of the police 
committee of council, of which commit- 
tee I am chairman, has the time to duo 
so. The police are paid for this work. 
and they should be able to get all the 
informasion that is necessary. 

“Chief Mayo has said that the out- 
going police committee of council is- 
sued permits to certain rooming house 
operators without his knowledge, kKEyv- 
ery one of these rooming house permi‘s 
will now be submitted to him for his 
O. K., as will be every rooming house 
permit, new and old.” 

Commissioner Barnes’ Charge. 

Commissioner Barnes’ declaration at 
Tuesday night’s board meeting, in 
which he charged that in his section 
of the city ‘“‘there were rooming houses 
known to be operating illegally,” was 
the most sensational declaration before 
the police commission since the days 
of former Chief Beavers. 

Following his’ charge Chairman 
Andy King, with the heartv approval] 
of Mayor Asa G. Candler and several! 
members of the board, agreed to fur- 
nish two detectives to investigate ail 
the rooming houses in the city. 

At a recent meeting of the polics 
committee of council two applications 
for rooming house permits were reject- 
ed by the committee, three issued and 
one withdrawn. ‘The police chief 
ported on each case.

New York, January 12.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—While Berlin asserts thal 
infantry engagements are in progress 
north of the River Ancre in France, 
the British official communication dis- 
misses the situation in that area by 
merely reporting the capture of an 
additional small number of prisoners, 
apparently as the result of a patrol 
raid, Berlin credits the British with 
two attacks in this sector and adds 
that the fighting there continues. 

The British have been successful in 
raids north of Arras and the French 
have captured prisoners in a _ sortie 
in the Vosges. 


TEUTONS GAIN 
IN MOLDAVIA. 


In the Otuz valley 
Austro-Germans continue 
against the Russians and Rumanians, 
while in the Suchitza valley they re- 
pulsed adtacks by the Russians. Ru- 
manian troops attacked the <Austro- 
Jermans in the Kassina valley an 
drove them back more than a mile, 
Petrograd states. 

The forces of 
Mackensen,. while apparently inactive 
around Fokshani, are reported to be 
progressing between Braila and Ga- 
latz. The Russians have been pushed 
back further toward the Sereth and 
the town of Laburtea has been taken. 

Around Riga. on the northern end 
of the eastern front, the fighting ap- 
parently has died down to isolated at- 
tacks. Neither Petrograd nor Berlin 
in their latest communications records 
any great activity in this region... 


SEA LOSSES 
FOR ALLIES. 


At sea the entente allies have suf- 
fered additional losses. The sinking 
of the Italian battleship Regina Mar- 
gherita, of 13,000 tons, on December 
11 with the loss of 675 men, is an- 
nounced officially in Rome. Two hun- 
dred and seventy of the crew escaped. 
A Turkish official report of January 
11 says a British cruiser of the Juno 
type, measuring 5,600 tons, was sunk 
by Turkish gun fire during an attack 
on the Island of Kastelorizo in the 
eastern Mediterranean. This report 
may refer to the British battleship 
Cornwallis, or the British. seaplane 
carrier, Ben-My-Chree, reported as lost 
by the British admiralty on Thursday. 


MORE PROGRESS 
FOR TEUTON TROOPS 
ON RUMANIA FRONT 


Berlin, January 12.—(Via Sayville.)— 
The Rumanian town of Laburtea was 


captured yesterday by the invading 
Teutonic troops, the war office an- 
nounces. The Russians were driven 
back toward the Sereth between Braila 
and Galatz. 

Further advances have been made by 
the Austro-German forces in the Mol- 
davian frontier mountains, where six 
machine guns and other booty fell into 
the hands of the attacking forces. 

The statement regarding the Ruma- 
nian front operations, reads: 

“Front of Archduke Joseph: Ex- 
tending our successes of January 10, 
we stormed yesterday on both sides of 
the Ottuz road several successive posi- 
tions of our adversary. The enemy suf- 
fered severe losses in casualties and 
left in the hands of the aggressors one 
officer, eighty men, six machine guns 
and three mine throwers. 

“North and south of the Suchitza val- 
ley hostile attacks were without suc- 
cess, : 

“Kront of Field Marshal von Macken- 
sen: In the swampy lowlands between 
Braila and Galatz we pushed back the 
Russians further towards the Sereth. 

“Laburtea has been captured. 

“During the night of January 
armed hostile ships tried to pass ne 
cha, on the Danube, going up-stream. 
One steamer was sunk by our artillery 
fire and another was forced to run 
aground on the north bank.” 


RUSSIANS ADMIT 
LOSS OF GROUND. 


Petrograd, January 12.—(Via 
don. British Admiralty Per Wireless 
Press.)-—In the Oituz valley on the 
northern Rumanian front, the Russians 
have been presesd back further by the 
Teutonic forces, the war office an- 
nounces. 

In the region near the Kasino river 
the Rumanians took the offensive and 
drove back their opponents more than 
one mile. 

The statement says: 

“Rumanian Front: During our re. 
connoitering operations in the vicinity 
of the Putna valley one of our air- 
planes met two enemy machines and 
engaged one of them, compelling it to 
descend. : 

“South of the River Oituz the enemv 
attacked our detachments and pressed 
t*hem back a short distance. The ene- 
my attacked the Rumanians west o?% 
Monestar-Kachinul, on the River we. 
sino, but was heaten back. In this re- 
gion the Rum@dnians assumed the of- 
fensive and threw back the enemy two 
versts (one and one-third miles) to 
ward the south.

This is the fourth of a series of five grip- 
ping articles by P. M. Van der Klei, a Hol- 
lander, who, after sixteen months of personal 
observation in Berlin and other German cit- 
ies, declares his belief that Germany asks 
peace now because her government realizes 
that the moment of the nation’s complete 
collapse is near at hand. Mr. Van der Klei 
during his sixteen months in Germany was 
employed on the Berlin socialist newspaper, 
“Vorwards,” and his articles are the first to 
appear from Germany in which the situation, 
social and economic, is described in minute 
detail, and without partisan prejudice.—., 
(Copyright, 1917.) 


It is not comfortable for a civilian to 
appear in the streets, especially if he is tak- 
to be a German. At first 1 was some- 


n 
ja sensitive of this too much marked at- 


tention paid to me wherever I went ‘on the 
streets. The people would stand and look 
at me and then whispers would follow. I 
was told to my face hundreds of times, espe- 
cially by women, that a field-grey uniform 
would ldok good on me. 

I entered a hotel restaurant and having 
not yet received my food card in Berlin, was 
obliged to buy a fish dinner that was fish 
through and through. 

While eating my fish dinner, for which I 
paid five marks, I deliberated and finally de- 
cided that I would look for a position be- 
fore I found a room. I wished first to ob- 
tain a position and then find a room nearby. 

I bought an afternoon newspaper and 
looked at the want column and found an item 
of advertisment by the “Germania,” a Ro- 
man-Catholic organ, advertising for a stere- 
otyper. I had taken a course in that trade 
in a Holland technical school. I immediately 
applied for the position at Stralauer strasse 
25. I obtained the position and the man- 
ager, whose former normal force of 12 men 
having been reduced to 3, insisted that i 
go.to work at once. But I had to search 
for a room and then settle my affairs with 
the police; 1 had to obtain my food-card. 

1 obtained a room at 11 Stralauer strasse, 
and having been cross-examined for nearly 
two hours, received my bread-card, and after 
having parted with a double amount of bread 
coupons, received two rolls of bread from my 
new landlady. That night when I reckoned 
up the balance of my bread coupons I dis- 
covered that my new landlady had cheated 
me out of two coupons. Things were already 
getting tighter and tighter. I also later 
discovered that this habit of cheating one 
out of his bread coupons was a new sort 
of sharp practice. 

On the following morning when I reported 
to the “Germania” office, ready to go to 
work, I further discovered that other revela- 
tions were awaiting me.: No sooner had I put 
on my working apron when a man, about 50 
years of age, came to me and after five 
minutes of most violent abuse told me that 
I was the cause of his joining the colors. Poor 
fellow: he had received his notification pa- 
pers to join with his regiment. His manag- 
ing editor had appealed to the authorities 
in his behalf; he was indispensable. He was 
permitted to remain at work until the man- 
agement had secured a woman in his place. 
Apparently my sudden applying for work 
had caused his immediate conscription to the 
colors. 

That noon, during lunch hour, the wife of 
the man whose position I had taken, met me 
at the gate and told me what she thought 
of me for having left Holland and taken her 
husband's position, driving him to the army 
from which he would never return. As far 
as I know, he never returned: about six 
months later I one day saw her in black. 


HUNDREDS OF WOMEN 
IN FOOD LINES. 

The publishers of the “Germania” are 
also book publishers and often it became nec- 
essary for me to labor during the night. On 
these occasions when returning to my room 
about 2 o’clock in the morning I used to see 
women lined in front of butter, meat and pro- 
Vision stores. The stores do not open till 
7 o'clock in the morning. From 2 o'clock in 
the morning until 7 o’clock these poor wom- 
en would wait in front of these stores so that 
they could buy their card allowances. The 
German food cards often give a wrong im- 
pression to those outside of Germany. These 
food cards do not guarantee butter or sugar 
It simply entitles you to so much 
It is for you 


or meat. 
of these necessities per week. 
to secure these. 


I have seen time and time again hun- 
dreds, and in some instances thousands, of 


women, after having waited six hours in 
front of provision stores, find out when 
their turn came that there was no more but- 
ter to be had. 

In this respect the middle-class women 
often go without or much less than their 
due allowances, for they can not bring them- 
selves to that point where they will take 
their positions in line and wait for a chance 
of having their food cards redeemed. 

Let me state this much for the sake of 
putting my American readers right, that the 
so-called food riots in various German cities 
are not of a revolutionary character, direct- 
ed against the government. Neither can 
these riots be considered as protests against 
the government or its policies. These riots 
are simply aimless rowdyism of disappointed 
women who naturally become indignant 
when they are told after having waited from 
3.to 6 hours that there is no more food to be 
had. 

On several occasions I approached many 
of these so-called rioters and after having 
sympathized with their cause in a round- 
about way insinuated that the government 
should have arranged things better. Without 
one exception these indignant women start- 
ed off with a bitter denunciation of the 
hated Englanders. In every case these vio- 
ient and bitter expressions of hatred against 
the Englanders ended with contempt against 
America. 

My landlady was a spinster of 70 years 
of age. 1 do not believe that she ever went 
to bed without praying for the good health

Thinks Peace Preliminaries 
Will Pave Way to Results 


Editor Constitution: The overtures re- 


cently made by the central powers for peace 
furnish food for reflection to the thought- 
ful. The war situation in Europe has per- 
haps reached its most interesting stage to 
the disinterested student. 

In what will be said below the frigchtful- 
ness of the war and it’ awful horrors: ’ what 
or who caused it to commence, or which side 
should prevail, will be laid on one side and not 
touched upom . 

In a controversy in which two individuals 
are engaged the principal causes for aéd- 
justment or settlement of any particular 
difficulty can be reduced practically to three: 

First, actual fear of one combatant of 
another, popularly denominated “cowardice.” 

Second, conscious knowledge by one of the 
parties to the controversy of inherent weak- 
ness on his side unknown by and undis- 
closed to his adversary. 

Third, fear of the final consequences or 
situation by both nvarties, whichever side mav 
be victorious, which may be termed “expe- 
diency.” 

One or all of these elements are usually 
present whenever a controversy violent ip 
its nature is settled between individuals. If 
the same laws or rules obtain as between na- 
tions, it is interesting to apply these formu- 
lae to the peace developments in the Furo- 
pean controversy. . 

The events of the war make It obvious 
and manifest that the first rule does not 
apply to the central powers. Thev have dem- 
onstrated by their actions on hundreds of 
fields that they have no fear of their ad- 
versarv to the extent of “cowardice.” 

Probably the second consideration above 
stated obtains to some extent. Probably thetr 
people are heginninge to feel the pinch of 
hunger. Probably the British blockade has 
reached the same point of effectiveness, for 
instance, as was true in the war between 
the states in the latter part of the vear 
1862. It may very well be that while their 
supply of war munitions has appeared inex- 
haustible, that this is not true in fact. Tt 
is also probably true that the attrition which 
has taken place in their man-power is be- 
ginning to make itself manifest to thefr 
leaders. Probably there are numerous other 
points of weakness of which their leaders 
have become conscious which are not dis- 
— to nor accurately known by the entente 
allies. 

It is rare, however. that the second cause 
of settlements of itself has that result. For 
examnle: Although General Washington was 
consciously aware of thé@ numerous weak- 
nesses confronting his army and of the dan- 
gers to the colonies because of the same. 
nevertheless, he persisted tin the war and 
finally brought it to a victorious and glori- 
nus termination. And. fer example, although 
General Lee. early in 1862. hecame consgious- 
ly aware of the numerous weaknesses con- 
fronting him and his army. which were un- 
disclosed to and unknown by the enemy, he 
nevertheless persisted in the war. 

These are two instances in history on 
the opposite side which serve to demonstrate 
the correctness of the statement made that 
it is rare that consciousness of weaknesses 
undisclosed to the adversary will, of itself. 
cause a settlement of the controversy. Tt 
is more than probable that the third cause 
of settlement above stated is what is actu- 
ating the peace overtures ,of the central 
powers. This would be true to form in set- 
tlements effected between private individ- 
vals. By far the greater majority of such 
settlements are what might be termed “ex- 
pedient settlements.” 

And the converse of the proposition {fe 
true. It is only when a situation is brought 
about which makes it expedient for both sides 
to consider settlement that the end of the 
controversy is near at hand and a settlement 
becomes possible. The central powers may. 
with entire sincerity, consider themselves 
enual to the task of completely vanquishing 
the entente powers, but they probably have 
a lively sense that in the operation they 
mav completely exhaust themselves—more go, 
in fact, than if they surrendered at the nres- 
ent time. It might take years to do it and 
the attrition and exhaustion that would take 
place in the process would, from the stand- 
point of expediency, bring about a worse 
condition of affairs in the countries after- 
wards than if they patched up a peace at the 
present time. Of. course, they are not aware 
of the fact that the entente powers are at 
last capable of defeating them completely. 

It seems to me that this is the real basis 
of the peace overtures and the real reason 
why they have been advanced at this time. 
The reason that they took the initiative is 
because the second law of settlements prob- 
ably applies to them with greater force than 
to the entente powers at thistime. It might 
be said that the second law was the approx- 
imate, and the third the proximate, cause of 
these peace overtures. 

If these conclusions are sound. the writer 
predicts that these overtures will result fn 
an early settlement of the war, notwithstand- 
ing the reply of the entente powers to the_ 
president's note. enever two parties to.a 
controversy begin to consider the expedieney 
of a settlement from their respective stand - 
points, nine times out of ten the settlement 
of the controversy is not far off. If thi«x 
same rule applies to nations, and I cah see no 
reason why it does not apply, a nation be- 
ing but the aggregate of the individuals who 
compose it, it may be predicted with more 
than a fair degree of accuracy that 1917 
will witness the termination of thé war.

Rome, January 12.,—(Via Paris.)—It 
is officially announced that the Italian 
battleship Regina Margnerita struck a 
mine and sank December 11. Six hun- 
dred and seventy-five men on board 
perished. Two hundred and seventy 
were saved. 


The battleship Regina Margherita 
was laid down in 1898 and completed 
in May, 1904. She was a vessel of 13,- 
427 tons, 426 feet long and had a 
draught of 27 feet. Her usual com- 
plement was 730 men. The battleship

{| to New Orleans. 

Other Southern railway officers who 
were elected to similar positions with 
the Northeastern were: Fairfax Har- 
rison, president; H. B. Spencer, vice 
president; E. H. Coapman, vice presi- 
dent; H. C. Ansley, treasurer; A. H. 
Plant, comptroller, all of Washington, 
and C. Powell, of Cincinnati, vice 
president. Horace Baker, of Cincin- 
nati, general manager of the C., N. O. 
& T. P. railway and the Alabama Great 
Southern railroad, which are allied 
with the Southern, was named as gen- 
eral manager of the Northeastern and 
the local treasury, accounting and op- 
erating officers were retained.
